TREE  WARDEN’S  REPORT. 


Last  year  no  appropriation  was  Jiiade  l>y  tlie  town  for  the 
care  of  our  shade  trees.  Tlie  beetle  made  its  appearance  as 
usual.  It  was  found  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  trees,  as 
well  as  the  town,  to  do  what  we  could  in  a limited  way  to  pro- 
tect as  far  as  possible  our  beautiful  elms,  and  from  ,Fune  23  to 
Aug.  14  a gang  of  men  was  kept  at  work  spraying  whenever 
the  weather  permitted,  and  with  good  results.  The  cost  of 
spraying  alone  was  $425.72,  and  for  other  work  on  trees 
$175.00,  making  a total  of  $600.72,  all  of  which  was  taken 
from  the  street  department,  the  most  of  it  contributed  by  the 
rfupei'intendent  of  Streets,  Mr.  Henry  H.  Rogers,  for  which  the 
people  of  Fairhaven  most  cei'tainly  feel  very  grateful. 

No  a|)propriation  has  been  made  by  the  town  for  tlie  past 
three  years,  and  whoever  the  town  elects  as  Tree  Warden 
ought  to  have  an  appropriation  to  work  with.  The.  trees 
ought  to  be  cared  for ; they  are  too  valuable  to  be  destroyed  by 
the  beetle,  and  above  all,  by  the  careless  man  that  don  t care 
and  has  no  regard  for  his  nelghhor's  home. 

I desire  here  to  publicly  thank  those  who  were  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  our  trees  who  have  reported  to  me  owners 
of  horses  who  have  been  careless  enough  to  allow  them  to  do 
damage  to  the  same,  and  would  recommend  to  the  town  an 
appropriation  of  not  less  than  $50(>:()().

SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


'Vo  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven  : 

The  selectmen  offer  the  following  report  and  refer  the  citi- 
zens to  the  special  reports  for  details  of  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

A study  of  the  street  department  report  will  convey  to  those 
interested  an  idea  of  the  many  improvements  in  our  streets,  and 
we  would  call  special  attention  to  the  valuable  woi’k  that  has 
been  done  during  the  past  year  on  Bridge  street,  and  otlier 
streets  in  its  vicinity. 

In  the  matter  of  the  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven  bridge : 
.ludgment  has  been  entered  against  the  town  of  Fairhaven  in 
the  gross  sum  of  $42,889.35  in  favor  of  the  county  of  Bristol, 
the  debt  created  and  arising  undei*  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1893,  chapter  368,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  and  the  Act 
of  1900,  chapter  439,  said  amount  being  due  .Jan.  1,  1907. 

xAnd  also  judgment  has  been  entered  against  the  town  in  fa- 
vor of  the  city  of  New  Bedford  in  the  sum  of  $8,169.41,  the 
debt  created  and  arising  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1900,  chapter  439,  due  December  3,  1906,  making  a total  cost 
for  construction  of  the  l)ridge  to  the  town  of  Fairhaven  of 
$51,058.76. 

In  payment  of  the  sum  due  the  city  of  New  Bedford  notes 
have  been  issued  to  the  amount  of  $8,000.00.  The  balance, 
$169.41,  has  been  paid  tVom  the  incidental  account,  and  the  in- 
terest, $49.02,  has  been  ]>aid  from  the  debt  and  interest 
account. 

For  amount  due  to  the  county  of  Bristol  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $42,000.00  will  be  issued,  leaving  $889.35,  with  the  accrued 
interest,  to  be  taken  from  the  del)t  and  interest  account. 

In  estimating  the  requirements  of  the  debt  and  interest  ac- 
count for  the  coming  year,  we  have  l)cen  guided  by  the  follow- 
ing figures  :

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen^  Toicn  of  Fairhaven. 

Gentlemen  : — The  board  of  sewer  commissioners  present 
their  annual  report  on  sewers. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  two  additions  made  to 
the  sewers,  viz  : Extension  of  the  gravity  system  on  Cottage 

street  about  seven  hundred  (700)  feet,  and  extension  of  the 
Pease  district  Shone  on  Bridge  street  about  eight  hundred  (800) 
feet.  The  extension  of  the  Adams  street  gravity  sewer  on  tlie 
upper  part  of  Bridge  street,  for  wliich  an  appropriation  was 
made,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  commence,  being  so  late 
in  the  season.  The  pipe  is  delivered  on  the  proposed  line  of 
sewer,  ready  for  work  in  the  early  spring,  or  as  soon  as  tlie 
conditions  are  suitable. 

During  the  past  year  there  liave  been  twenty-nine  (29) 
houses  connected  with  the  sewers,  which  shows  that  the  resi- 
dents are  fully  alive  to  the  advantages  of  a sewerage  system. 

The  pumping  station  had  considerable  repairs  made,  resetting 
the  boiler,  new  hose  for  flushing  sewers,  electric  lights  installed, 
and  minor  repairs.  It  still  needs  more  repairs.  The  roof 
must  be  reshingled  very  soon.  The  cost  of  maintenance  is  on 
the  increase,  which  must  follow  as  a matter  of  course,  owing  to 
the  increased  area  of  sewerage  district  to  be  taken  care  of. 

We  would  call  your  attention  again  to  the  fact  that  very  soon 
some  means  must  be  devised  to  make  additions  to  tlie  plant. 
At  the  present  time  we  are  about  up  to  our  limit  on  the  main 
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engine  ; any  accident  to  this  unit  of’pov\^er  under  severe  condi- 
tions would  flood  tlie  entire  Shone  district.  Even  now  we 
have  coin|)laints  of  back  flowing  of  sewerage. 

For  this  year  we  would  suggest  that  an  a|)propriation  of 
three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  be  made.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Toihe  Ci(iz(’//s  of  Fair  haven  : 

The  board  of  health  I’espeetfully  subiuits  its  aiiiimil  report 
for  the  year  1906. 

The  board  organized  in  Mareh,  1906,  with  the  choice  of 
Charles  I\  Maxheld,  as  chairnian ; .losej)h  I>.  Peck,  as  secre- 
tary; Dr.  William  H.  Thayer,  as  medical  inspector. 

There  liave  been  reported  to  tiie  boai’d  during  the  last  twelve 
months,  sixty-one  cases  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases, 
viz  : 

17  scarlet  fever, 

4 measles, 

12  diphtheria, 

1 membraneous  croup, 

27  whooping  cough. 

This  shows  an  increase  in  number  of  twelve  cases  in  compar- 
ison with  last  year.  One  death  resulted  from  these  sick- 
nesses. 

Many  complaints  of  nuisances  were  made  to  the  board^ 
which,  upon  notice,  were  promptly  abated. 

ITere  have  been  inspected  by  Joseph  B.  Peck,  inspector  of 
slaughtered  animals,  who  was  appointed  by  the  board,  as  the 
law  directs,  175  slaughtered  animals,  viz: 

169  swine, 

5 beef  animals, 

1 calf. 

All  the  slaughter-houses  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a sanitary 
condition,  and  no  animals  unfit  for  food  were  sold,  within  our 
knowledge. 


.so 


Xo  license  was  granted  to  any  person  oi-  place  where  the 
dews  could  slanghter  niider  the  license  of  others:  we  reconi- 
nicnd  that  the  same  condition  continue. 

Dr.  D.  C.  Ashley  inspected  at  the  general  inspection  the  fol- 
lowing animals,  viz  : 

627  cows, 

155  swine. 

This  is  the  largest  number  ever  reported  in  the  town.  He 
placed  in  quarantine  seven  cows,  which  were  brought  from 
Canada,  under  the  tul)erculosis  test.  He  found  and  killed,  and 
caused  to  be  buried  or  rendered,  seven  cows  having  tubercu- 
losis, and  the  places  where  they  w'ere  found  disinfected.  The 
milk  from  these  cows  helped  to  furnish  Fairhaven’s  supply. 

Concerning  the  abodes  of  the  cattle  in  town,  the  inspector 
reports  the  following : “I  have  found  things  sadly  below  the 

standard  in  regard  to  sanitary  surroundings,  light,  ventilatioiy 
and  cleanliness.  X'early  all  the  barns  in  Fairhaven  can  be  im- 
proved very  much  at  a small  ex}>ense, — such  as  putting  in 
more  windows  on  the  south  sides  of  the  barns,  keeping  the  cow 
l)arns  cleaner,  by  the  use  of  good  clean  sawdust,  and  by  l)etter 
ventilation  in  the  same.  I find  there  are  none  who  handle  their 
milk  just  right,  but  the  milk  dealers  come  the  nearest  to  doing 
so.  That  all  may  have  no  excuse  as  regards  the  proper  way 
to  handle  milk,  1 will  insert  in  this  rei)ort  an  up-to-date  method, 
hoping  that  all  who  handle  milk  will  adopt  the  same.” 

^Tn  the  preservation  of  milk,  which  should  be  the  chief  aiiii 
ol’  the  milkman  and  the  housewife,  it  should  be  remembered 
that,  with  the  exception  of  creaming,  which  is  due  to  the  action 
of  gravity,  all  changes  in  milk  are  brought  about  by  the  action 
of  bacteria.  Milk  containing  no  bacteria  undergoes  little  or 
no  change,  and  remains  indefinitely  sweet.  When  secreted  in 
the  udder  of  a healthy  cow,  it  is  doubtless  in  this  condition,  but 
to  transfer  it  to  a bacteria-proof  vessel  is  no  easy  matter,  and 
despite  all  precautions  possible  in  every  day  practice,  many  bac- 
teria will  gain  access  to  the  milk  while  being  drawn,  and  in  the 
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Hul)rto(|ijent  handling-  of  it.  The  l)cst  Dial  can  bo  done  is  to 
l<cc|)  out  as  many  as  possible.  Now,  in  order  that  the  milk 
may  be  as  free  from  germs  as  possible,  eertain  conditions 
should  be  ol)served,  viz. : 

“That  cattle  should  l)e  li-ee  Irom  disease.  Hence,  every  herd 
of  cows  producing  milk  for  human  consumption  should  l)e  in- 
spected by  a veterinarian,  einploying  the  tuberculin  test  to  such 
herds  as  require  it,  and  ordering  the  removal  of  all  cows  that 
react  to  the  test,  and  all  that  have  diseased  udders. 

“The  cows  should  be  kept  as  free  from  dust  and  dirt  as  pos- 
sible, and  if  tlie  hair  on  the  flank  and  udder  were  moistened  be- 
fore the  milking  began,  it  would  prevent  particles  from  falling 
off  into  the  milker’s  pail. 

“The  air  of  the  stables  should  be  kept  pure  and  free  from 
dust.  The  milker’s  hands  and  clothes  should  be  kept  perfectly 
clean.  The  first  few  spoonsful  of  milk  from  each  teat  should 
be  rejected.  All  utensils  and  cans  should  be  cleansed  in  the 
following  manner  : First,  wash  out  with  hot  water ; then  with 

hot  water  and  sal  soda,  using  a brush,  so  as  to  clean  thoroughly 
all  seams  and  other  parts  of  the  cans ; then  rinse  in  boiling 
water  and  hang  up  to  drain  in  a clean,  pure  atmosphere.  The 
cooling  and  aerating  of  the  milk,  and  transferring  of  it  to  the 
cans,  should  be  done  in  an  atmosphere  which  is  as  pure  as  pos- 
sible. Having  taken  every  precaution  to  keep  the  bacteria  out 
of  the  milk,  the  next  precautions  are  to  prevent  the  multiplica- 
tion of  such  as  have  invariably  entered.  To  accomplish  this, 
low  temperature  seems  the  most  practical  for  the  dealer.  Frozen 
milk  keeps  indefinitely,  as  no  bacteria  can  grow  in  it;  but  at  a 
temperature  of  from  thirty-five  to  forty-five  degrees,  it  keeps 
long  enough  for  most  purposes;  this  temperature  can  be  readily 
obtained  by  the  use  of  ice ; it  is  important  that  the  milk  be 
cooled  after  being  drawn  as  soon  as  it  is  possible.  After  cool- 
ing the  cans  should  be  kept  at  as  low  a temperature  as  is  prac- 
tical until  delivered  to  the  consumer. 

“Consumers  cannot  be  too  careful  about  their  milk  supply. 
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especially  if  it  is  intended  for  infants  and  invalids;  insist  upon 
having  a good  quality,  reniernbering  that  two  things  must  be 
taken  into  consideration  : First,  the  manner  in  which  the  cows 

and  milk  are  treated ; and  second,  the  solid  matter  the  latter 
contains.  Avoid  all  milkmen  whose  wagons,  teams  and  drivers 
have  not  a neat  and  tidy  appearance,  for  no  milkman  who 
handles  his  milk  in  a cleanly  manner  will  send  out  a dirty 
wagon  or  driver.  If  possible,  visit  the  dairy  furnishing  you 
milk.  Nothing  would  do  more  to  stimulate  neatness  among 
dairymen  than  the  frequent  visits  of  their  patrons.  Ascertain 
what  the  composition  of  the  milk  furnished  is,  remembering  that 
its  richness  cannot  always  be  judged  by  the  thickness  of  the 
cream  which  forms  on  the  surface.  Milk  containing  too  high  a 
percentage  of  fat  is  not  as  suitable  food  for  children  as  an 
average  milk,  since  an  excess  of  fats  interferes  with  the  proper 
digestion  of  the  rest  of  the  ingredients.  Furnish  a thoroughly 
cleansed  and  sterilized  dish  for  receiving  the  milk,  and  then  if 
it  sours  within  fifteen  or  eighteen  hours,  when  kept  free  from 
dust  and  at  a moderate  temperature  (60  to  70  degrees  Fahr.  )^ 
or  if  it  becomes  ropy  or  bitter,  or  sours  with  an  offensive  odor^ 
or  the  formation  of  many  gas  bubbles,  call  the  milkman’s  atten- 
tion to  the  matter.  All  such  changes  are  due  to  too  many  bac- 
teria being  permitted  to  enter  the  milk,  owing  to  the  careless  or 
unclean  handling  of  it.” 

No  cases  of  the  foot  and  mouth  disease  have  been  found 
within  our  jurisdiction  the  past  year. 

The  board  recommends,  as  before,  that  the  town  license 
some  responsible  person  to  collect  the  swill  and  garbage,  at 
least  twice  a week,  from  the  residences  of  those  who  make  ap- 
plication to  him.  Watei’-tight  cans  should  be  used  in  remov- 
ing said  garbage.  As  the  Improvement  Association  has  begun 
this  work,  we  would  advise  that  they  combine  their  efforts  with 
those  of  the  board  of  health,  so  that  the  conditions  may  be 
made  as  sanitary  as  possible. 


\o  com()laiiit  in  rej^jard  to  oxpectoratiiij^  u[)on  the  siflewalks 
and  in  pnhlic  places  has  l)een  made  the  past  year. 

The  hoard  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  a 
very  iinj>ortant  notice: — (Chap.  80  Sec.  78,  of  the  Public  Stat- 
utes). ‘‘When  a householder  knows  that  a person  within  his 
family  is  sick  with  small  j)ox,  or  any  other  disease  dangerous 
to  the  })ublic  health,  he  shall  imniediately  give  notice  to  the 
selectmen  or  board  of  health  of  the  town  in  which  he  dwells. 
If  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  give  such  notice,  he  shall  forfeit  a 
sum  not  exceeding  f|100)  one  hundred  dollars.”

1 have  the  honoi*  to  present  the  librarian’s  report  lor  1906. 

Growth  in  Volumes 

'the  additions  of  books  for  the  year  nninl)er  933  volumes; 
82  more  than  last  year.  195  volumes  were  withdrawn,  leav- 
ing’ a net  gain  of  738,  which,  added  to  the  17,108  in  the  libraiw 
Dec.  31.  1905,  makes  the  present  total  17,846. 

The  most  extensive  purchases  in  any  one  class  were  of 
hction,  being  338  volumes  (36%)  out  of  the  933,  including 
197  new  stories  and  141  replaced  or  additional  copies.  The 
next  largest  class  was  literature  106;  then  sociology  71,  fine 
ai’ts  69,  and  so  forth  down  to  1 1 volumes  of  ethics  and 
philosophy.  Of  the  933,  603  are  entirely  new  works  and  330 
are  additional  co|)ies  or  volumes. 

Registration 

378  persons  received  borrower’s  cards;  adult  residents  of 
Fairhaven  138,  of  school  age  146;  residents  of  New  Bedford 
30,  and  of  other  places  64.  These  378  names  bring  the  total 
I’cgistration  since  May  1,  1902,  u})  to  2,940,  of  which  numlx'r 
there  are  in  Fairhaven  2,351,  52  per  cent,  of  a j)opidation 
of  4,500,  a,  per  (;ent.  not  surpassed  in  the  country. 

Home  Use 

The  home  use,  as  shown  by  the  outside  (drcuhilion,  was 
46,275,  the  percentag(i  of  liction  drof)})ing  to  56.9.  The  use 
in  the  building  of  ])eriodicals  and  books  has  by  obsei'vation 


increased  both  in  the  number  of  I’caders  and  in  the  lengthening^ 
of  their  stay.  T feel  that  the  majority  of  the  readers  use  the 
library  moderately  to  their  good,  but  that  some  are  reading 
decidedly  too  much  and  thinking  too  little.  There  are  other 
persons  in  town,  however,  who  might  become  readers,  and  it  is 
to  them  that  the  library  might  better  address  itself,  rather  than 
to  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  reading  of  any  one  person. 


Reference  Work 

The  reference  work  has  grown  more,  perhaps,  than  any  other 
department,  and  the  collection  of  reference  material,  lists  of 
books  on  live  subjects,  references  to  particular  pages  of  books 
and  magazines  for  special  subjects,  etc.,  lias  nearly  overflowed 
the  drawers  allotted  to  it.  The  new  high  school  has  also  by 
its  changed  and  broadened  courses  of  study  increased  the  num- 
ber of  questions  and  broadened  the  scope  of  the  school  reference 
work. 


Bulletins 

Eight  bulletins  showing  the  900  additions  and  containing  for 
most  of  the  entries  descriptive  notes  have  been  issued  at 
intervals. 

Repairs 

Numerous  minor  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made 
to  the  building  and  its  equipment,  so  that  it  stands  in  remark- 
ably good  condition  for  a building  in  use  so  many  year,  and  so 
many  hours  every  day  in  the  year. 

The  Staff 

dflie  library  has  lieen  represented  l>y  members  of  the  staff  at 
the  •meetings  of  the  A.  L.  A.  at  Narragansett  Pier,  whei’e  the 
librarian  presented  the  detailed  Report  on  gifts  and  lieipiests

to  libraries  covering  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and 
where  he  was  re-appointed  member  from  New  England,  of 
the  Finance  committee.  Some  member  of  the  staff  also  has 
been  at  most  of  the  meetings  ol  the  local  associations.

'To  ihe  Citizens  of  Fairhaven : 

A«<rceable  to  our  annual  ciLstoin,  wo  lioi'cwitli  prosLuit  your 
committee’s  report  of  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  school 
dc})artjnent  for  the  past,  and  recommendations  for  apj)ro})ria. 
tion  for  the  coming  year. 

The  last  year  is  marked  in  the  history  of  the  school  depart- 
ment of  our  town  by  a chanue  from  one  of  the  poorest  to  the 
linest,  best  equipped  and  most  beautiful  high  school  institution 
in  New  England — perhaps  in  the  whole  country. 

The  parents  of  the  children  in  Fairhaven  have  a feeling  of 
deep  satisfaction  that  their  children  are  offered  a high  school 
education  under  such  perfect  conditions.  Since  the  opening  of 
the  new  high  school  we  believe  the  citizens  of  the  town  have 
shown  a much  deeper  interest  in  educational  work. 

Our  town  is  confronted  with  the  same  problem  that  is 
troubling  most  towns  throughout  the  country — that  is,  the 
necessity  for  increased  accommodations  and  the  increased  cost 
of  efficient  teachei’S.  From  every  school  department  comes 
the  strong  demand  for  teachers,  and  with  this  strong  demand 
and  increased  cost  of  living,  it  is  no  more  than  natural  that  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  must  advance  along  with  those  of  other 
occupations. 

In  regard  to  further  accommodations,  it  becomes  strongly 
evident  that  the  town  in  the  very  neai*  future  will  have  to  build 
another  school  house.  It  will  be  a great  surprise  to  most 
of  the  citizens  of  Fairhaven  to  know  that  the  total  enrollment 
of  children  in  the  Fairhaven  schools  is  nine  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  (967)  and  the  average  attendance  eight  hundred  and 


eiglity  (880).  These  are  for  the  most  part  in  the  grammar 
ami  pi’imary  grades,  and  we  have  but  four  school  houses  to 
accommodate  them. 

The  Oxford  school  was  built  to  accommodate  one  hundred 
and  fifty  (loO)  pupils,  and  is  now  carrying  nearly  two  hundred 
(200).  The  Rogers  school,  built  for  three  hundred  and  twenty 
(320),  is  filled,  while  the  Annex  on  Washington  street,  with  its 
six  small  rooms,  is  housing  something  like  two  hundred  and 
fifty  (250)  more,  the  two  lower  rooms  of  which  are  very  low 
studded,  dark  and  difficult  to  heat,  and  are  not  such  quarters  as 
are  desirable  for  school  room  purposes. 

Not  an  additional  pupil  can  be  put  in  these  buildings,  and  in 
view  of  quite  an  increase  in  the  population  of  Fairhaven  now 
and  in  the  near  future,  it  is  imperative  that  the  town  should  at 
once  interest  itself  in  a new  school  building,  plain  but  substan- 
tial, with  the  simplest  possible  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  School  Committee  that  a 
special  committee  should  be  appointed  at  the  approaching  town 
meeting  to  consider  the  subject  and  report  witli  recommenda- 
tions at  a special  town  meeting  to  be  called  later. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $18,500  be 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fair  haven: 

1 liave  the  honor  of  submitting-  to  you  my  sixth  annual 
report,  which  will  in  brief  indicate  to  you  and  through  you  to 
the  citizens  the  essential  facts  concerning  the  conduct  and 
organization  of  the  schools  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as 
some  of  tlie  pro))lems  and  conditions  which  confront  the 
department.  To  this  report  is  attached  a detailed  financial 
statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  in  the  various 
depai-tments,  together  with  the  usual  statistics  of  enrollment, 
attendance,  etc.,  etc. 

The  statistical  tables  show  the  present  disti-ibution  of  pupils 
at  the  various  schools  and  the  numbers  there  enrolled.  At  the 
New  Boston  school  the  first  four  grades  are  maintained;  six 
grades  are  cared  for  in  the  Oxford  building;  while  all  the 
other  pupils  of  tlie  town  are  cared  foi-  at  the  Rogers  school 
and  Rogei-s  annex.  A glance  at  the  enrollment  will  show  that 
the  Oxford  school  has  been  crowded  beyond  reasonable  limits, 
and  that  the  A.nnex  has  scarcely  been  able  to  house  the  pupils 
there  enrolled,  even  by  maintaining  half  sessions  for  the  first 
grades ; while  every  room  at  the  Rogei‘S  school  has  been  used. 
After  two  small  rooms  at  the  Rogers  school  annex  were  made 
available  by  the  removal  of  the  cooking  and  manual  training 
de}>artments  to  the  new  High  school,  and  aftei*  placing  the 
])reparatory  class  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  High  school 
building,  it  has  l)een  possible  this  year,  by  overcrowding  in 
some  cases,  to  make  })rovision  for  all  pupils.  The  opening  of 
these  three  additional  rooms  involved  the  employment  of  three 
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additional  teachers,  the  necessity  for  which  can  readily  be 
seen  from  the  fact  that  the  enrollment  in  all  the  schools  has 
advanced  from  821  to  967 — an  increase  of  146 — about  100 
of  which  number  has  been  in  the  grades  below  the  high  school. 

The  most  important  change  over  the  organization  of  last 
year  was  made  when  the  ninth  grade  in  the  elementary  depart- 
ment was  abolished,  and  in  its  place  was  organized  the  prepa- 
ratory class.  We  believe  this  change  to  be  of  vital  importance 
for  two  distinct  reasons.  In  most  places  the  ninth  grade  has 
furnished  a difficult  problem,  in  that  much  of  the  work  of  the 
elementary  school  curriculum  can  be  done  in  eight  years  by 
most  pupils,  and  in  order  to  make  this  grade  more  attractive 
many  attempts  have  been  made  to  obviate  the  uninteresting 
repetition  and  review  of  previous  subjects  by  the  introduction 
of  Latin,  French,  Algebra  and  other  high  school  subjects.  This 
has  not  proved  satisfactory  in  most  cases  because  of  the 
impossibility  of  securing  grammar  teachers  who  could  teach 
these  subjects. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  progressive  cities  and  towns  like 
Boston,  Providence,  Quincy  and  many  others,  including  a 
majority  of  the  towns  of  New  York  and  the  middle  west,  have 
only  eight  grades,  not  even  attempting  to  modify  the  work  of 
the  ninth  year.  Secondly,  and  of  most  importance,  is  the  rela- 
tion of  this  change  to  the  high  school.  One  of  the  pressing 
problems  in  the  case  of  every  high  school  has  been  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  entering  classes  to  the  high  school  conditions. 
There  has  always  been  a wide  gap,  both  in  respect  to  the 
subject  matter  of  the  ninth  grade  and  the  first  year  high 
school,  also  a wide  difference  in  the  method  of  teaching.  The 
grammar  school  teachers  have  been  blamed  because  pupils 
were  sent  to  the  high  school  unprepared ; high  school  teachers 
have  been  blamed  because  they  required  too  much  of  the  enter- 
ing pupils.  All  in  all,  this  has  been  the  most  troublesome  spot 
in  the  organization  of  the  school  system. 


The  organization  of  this  ]jre})aratory  class,  with  a new 
course  of  study  greatly  enriched  and  modified,  will  have  two 
beneficial  eflects.  First,  it  will  hold  more  pupils  in  the  school 
on  account  of  the  greater  interest  in  the  course,  and  more 
important  than  this,  it  will  have  for  its  aim,  both  in  respect  to 
its  subjects  and  methods  of  teaching,  a (Urect  and  syecific 
preparation  for  high  school  work.  This,  we  firmly  believe, 
will  obviate,  to  a large  extent,  the  very  prevalent  and  much 
regretted  tendency  for  boys  and  girls  to  become  overwhelmed 
and  discouraged  in  the  attempt  to  successfully  adjust  themselves 
to  the  first  year  of  high  school.  This  pi*epai‘atory  class  should 
have  a teacher  who  is  a college  graduate,  and,  if  possible^ 
having  a special  normal  course ; a teacher  who  hwirs  boys  and 
girls  at  this  transition  ]>eriod ; who  will  have  the  skill  and  tact 
to  accomplish  the  best  results.  We  have  been  able  to  start 
this  class,  in  Fairhaven,  under  conditions  more  favoi-able  than 
those  just  outlined,  on  account  of  tlie  location  of  this  class 
in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  High  School  building.  This  enables 
the  teacher  of  this  class  to  teach  her  specialty  to  liigh  school 
classes  in  exchange  with  the  teachers  of  sj)ecial  high  school 
subjects,  so  that  a double  advantage  is  gained,  since  this 
preparatory  class  teacher  deals  with  nearly  all  the  high  school 
classes  in  her  special  subject,  discovering  the  deficiencies  and 
needs  of  high  school  pupils,  while  on  the  other  hand,  the  high 
school  teachers,  who  teach  their  s})ecialties  to  the  preparatory 
class,  accustom  the  pupils  to  high  school  methods  and  more 
intelligently  and  effectively  })repare  them  for  real  high  school 
work.  Moreover,  this  special  ariangement  of  locating  this 
class  in  the  High  School  building  has  the  further  administrative 
advantage  of  convenience,  the  pupils  are  not  obliged  to  travel 
twice  a week  back  and  forth  from  an  outside  building  to  the 
manual  training,  cooking  and  physical  training  classes.  On 
the  whole,  this  promises  to  be  a very  successful  solution  of 
many  of  the  troubles  which  have  been  so  common  at  this 
particular  spot.  In  a word,  the  })urpose  of  this  class  is  to 
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provide  a year  in  which  a large  amount  of  elasticity  of  grading 
and  treatment  may  he  })racticed,  and  where  adjustments  and 
corrections  may  be  made — in  fact,  to  fnndsh  a sort  of  clearing 
house. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  ten  teachers  have  withdrawn 
from  the  service:  Mr.  A.  C.  Cobb  from  the  manual  training 

department;  Miss  Bruce  and  Miss  Barbour  from  the  high 
school;  Miss  Helen  E.  Howe,  Miss  Lucie  A.  Metcalf,  Miss  Inez 
E.  Howes,  Miss  Grace  S.  Dixon,  Miss  Gertrude  S.  Nash,  Miss 
Clara  E.  Wellman,  from  the  grades. 

The  following  teachers  have  been  added  to  the  teaching  corps  : 
Miss  K.  L.  Fairbanks,  Miss  Marion  M.  Sylvester,  Miss  Ethel  L. 
Hodge,  Miss  Agnes  F.  Gillen,  Miss  Charlotte  d.  Bruce,  Miss 
Stella  Caouette,  Miss  Edith  H.  Fay  for  the  grade  schools;  Miss 
Mary  A.  Bates,  Miss  Grace  M.  Grant,  Miss  Elinor  T.  George, 
Miss  Nancy  L.  Lincoln,  Miss  Louisa  M.  Norton,  Mr.  Whitney, 
Mr.  Hill,  and  Mr.  Belcher,  for  the  high  school ; making  a total 
of  fifteen  additions  within  the  year.'^'" 

The  question  of  providing  teachers  for  the  public  schools  is 
one  of  the  most  serious  problems,  and  is  growing  more  and 
more  serious  from  year  to  year.  The  prevailing  scarcity  of 
even  fairly  successful  teachers  has  been  realized  by  those  who 
are  directly  responsible  for  providing  the  schools  with  teachers, 
but  the  general  public  has  not  yet  become  aware  of  the  fact, 
and  many  cannot  quite  understand  the  reason  for  it.  Many 
causes  may  be  pointed  out  which  have  been  constantly  working 
toward  the  reduction  of  the  supply  of  good  teachers.  During 
tlie  past  ten  or  fifteen  years  many  occupations  other  than  that 
of  teaching  have  opened  up  to  young  women  who  are  seeking  a 
livelihood ; whereas,  formerly,  school  teaching  was  about  the 
only  calling  which  admitted  young  women  seeking  honorable 
employment.  In  the  past  few  years  many  of  our  brightest  and 
most  capal)le  young  women  have  turned  from  the  call  to  teach, 
and  are  engaging  profitably  and  successfully  in  stenography, 
typewriting,  bookkeeping  and  business ; while  others,  as  pros-

perity  has  favored  tliem,  are  enjoying  the  advantages  oftered  by 
onr  many  woman’s  colleges  whose  graduates  seek  only  high 
school  positions. 

The  majority  of  these  new  openings  pay  better  salaries  and 
involve  less  responsibility  and  criticism.  Another  cause  of  the 
relative  decrease  of  teachers  is  the  unattractiveness  of  the 
calling  and  the  increased  and  increasing  difficulty  of  securing 
board  and  lodging  at  reasonable  prices,  and  sometimes  the 
inability  to  find  board  in  the  same  town  in  which  the  school  is 
located.  It  is  also  a fact  that  salaries  in  almost  all  the 
ordinary  lines  of  employment  have  increased  to  a considerable 
extent,  and  the  cost  of  living  has  rapidly  advanced,  while  the 
salary  of  teachers  has  until  recently  remained  nearly  stationary. 
It  is  only  within  a few  years  that  it  has  been  realized  by  many 
of  our  cities  and  towns  that  an  adjustment  of  salaries  was 
absolutely  necessary.  Another  factor  which  lies  deeper  than 
the  rest  and  which  is  perhaps  least  thought  of,  is  that  of  the 
large  immigration  of  foreign  population,  especially  to  our  cities, 
which  has  brought  a multitude  of  uneducated  who  must  be 
taught  in  our  public  schools.  This  foreign  immigration  has 
brought  with  it  absolutely  no  teaching  force ; consequently  the 
demand  on  the  part  of  municipalities  for  teachers  has  made 
a serious  drain  upon  our  native  teaching  power.  The  policy 
of  most  of  the  states  has  been  to  safeguard  the  republic  by 
providing  for  the  education  of  at  least  the  children  of  these 
immigrants,  as  well  as  of  our  native  population.  In  a democracy 
like  ours,  it  has  seemed  to  the  framers  of  legislation  that  the 
welfare  of  our  country  and  the  safety  of  her  institutions  depend 
upon  the  education  of  her  people ; hence  the  compulsory  school 
laws.  It  has  naturally  followed  that  old  buildings  have  been 
overcrowded,  new  buildings  and  new  teachers  have  been 
demanded  faster  than  they  could  be  supjilied.  When  we 
thoughtfully  consider  the  matter,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  there  are 
many  causes  why  relatively  fewer  and  fewer  teachers  are 
replenishing  the  ranks,  and  on  the  other  hand,  why  there  is  a 
rapidly  increasing  demand  for  teachers. 
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There  is  also  no  reason  why  the  law  of‘  supply  and  demand 
should  not  apply  to  this  ])rol)lem  as  well  as  to  all  economical 
situations.  As  a matter  of  tact,  this  law  is  beini>'  seriously 
felt  at  the  present  time^  not  only  in  Massachusetts  and  New 
England,  hut  throughout  the  country,  and  will  he  felt  far  more 
keenly  until  salaries  are  sufficient  to  attract  to  the  work  not 
only  more  young  women,  hut  sufficient  to  call  into  the  service 
of  education  more  men,  who,  from  the  very  nature  of  the 
case,  would  remain  longer  and  more  permanently  at  the  work. 
I am  sure  your  hoard  thoroughly  ap|)reciates  the  fact  that 
the  public  schools  cost  large  sums  of  money,  and,  considering 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town,  have  always  figured  carefully 
and  economically — sometimes  too  sparingly — so  as  to  make  the 
burden  upon  the  tax  payei’  as  light  as  possible.  A candid 
consideration  of  the  detailed  expenditures  in  your  department 
would  make  it  evident  that  little  except  the  hare  necessary 
expenditui-e  has  been  made,  and  I can  point  to  l)ut  one  place 
where  any  reduction  could  he  made  to  result  in  any  material 
saving,  namely,  in  salaries  of  teachers.  While  such  a reduction 
could  be  made,  it  would  he  almost  criminal,  from  an  economic 
and  educational  point  of  view.  It  would  mean  an  entirely 
new  and  inferior  teaching  force,  and,  should  any  material  re- 
duction he  made,  the  percentage  saved  would  l)e  altogether  out 
of  proportion  to  the  decrease  in  efficiency  which  would  he 
inevitable  with  the  employment  of  inexperienced  and  un- 
trained, and  in  many  cases  unsuccessful  teachers  available  at 
a lower  salary.  In  contrast  to  the  present  high  standard  of 
efficiency  in  the  school  room,  and  the  high  standard  of  culture 
and  character  of  the  teachers  who  care  for  your  children,  there 
would  he  inevitable  slovenly  work  and  inferior  educational 
and  social  influences,  instead  of  the  present  general  satis- 
faction and  appreciation  by  pupils  and  parents,  there  would 
arise  much  dissatisfaction  and  discord.  It  is  coming  to  he 
more  and  more  realized  tliat  the  public  school  teacher  occupies 
an  extremely  impoi'tant  ])lace  in  the  social  and  civic  life  ot  a 
community. 


The  real  teacher  who  is  worthy  of  the  name  docs  far  more 
tlian  to  teach  the  pupil  the  lesson  from  the  book;  she  helps  to 
mould  character,  and  in  many  cases  has  to  assume  the  larger 
part  of  the  responsibility  of  making  good  citizens  from  those 
entrusted  to  her  care.  Realizing  the  pride  wliich  Fairhaven 
has  always  had  in  lier  public  schools,  and  her  generous  su)>port 
of  what  is  best  in  education,  1 feel  certain  tliat  anything  less 
than  the  present  (juality  or  standard  would  not  be  acceptable 
or  tolerated.  By  patient  searching  and  careful  investigation, 
it  has  been  possible  to  keep  the  standard  of  our  teaching  corps 
upon  a high  level,  where  it  can  probably  be  maintained  for 
some  time,  though  with  increasing  difficulty,  l)ecause  hund- 
reds of  cities  and  towns  all  over  New  England  are  from  neces- 
sity raising  salaries.  The  salary  list  for  teacliers  will  necessa- 
rily be  larger  from  year  to  year,  not  on  account  of  increased 
rate,  but  on  on  account  of  additional  teachers  necessary  because 
of  constantly  increasing  enrolment. 

The  burden  of  expense  in  the  school  department  will  increase 
less  rapidly  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case,  now  that 
such  timely  and  extraordinary  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
high  school  pupils  of  the  town.  Little  can  be  said,  for  words 
are  not  adequate,  to  express  how  much  the  new  Fairhaven  High 
School  means,  and  will  continue  to  mean,  to  succeeding  genera- 
tions in  this  community,  which  has  already  been  blessed  with 
many  advantages.  The  school  building  with  all  its  various  de- 
partments and  appointments  speaks  eloquently  for  itself.  The  • 
results  that  are,  being  accomplished  through  the  efforts  of  an 
intelligent  and  devoted  corps  of  teachers,  will  manifest  them- 
selves more  powerfully  in  the  years  to  come  in  the  lives  of  the 
boys  and  girls  who  have  been  here  influenced  and  moulded  dur- 
ing their  student  days.  Since  authority  was  given  to  plan  and 
organize  a new  high  school  for  the  town,  a most  important  and 
interesting  problem  has  demanded  the  wisest  and  most  devoted 
attention  of  the  school  department.  It  may  be  safely  said,  1 
think,  that  never  before  has  just  such  a problem  presented  it- 
self, the  failure  or  success  of  which  meant  everything. 
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When  the  customary  foresight  and  wisdom  of  Fairhaven’s 
most  famous  graduate  made  a new  building  possible,  it  became 
necessary  to  cai’efully  and  wisely  consider  the  present  and 
future  educational  needs  of  the  town ; to  make  sure  that  those 
needs  and  requirements  were  amply  provided  for  in  the  ar- 
rangement and  planning  of  building.  It  was  necessary  that  the 
best  institutions  of  New  England  and  the  country  be  studied, 
that  the  best  thought  of  the  jjractical  school  men  be  obtained, 
and  from  all  the  acquired  data  that  the  most  desirable  and 
profitable  be  selected  and  woven  into  one  comprehensive  plan, 
which  should  be  peculiar  to  the  needs  of  Fairhaven.  More- 
over, when  the  best  appointed  and  most  stimulating  material 
surroundings  had  been  provided  by  the  skill  of  artist  and 
artisan,  when  the  wisdom  of  school  men  rich  with  thought  and 
experience  had  been  drawn  upon  in  the  planning  of  depart- 
ments with  their  equipment  and  apparatus,  and  when  the 
educational  aims  and  policies  of  the  various  departments  had 
been  co-ordinated  and  correlated  so  as  to  ]irovide  the  best 
' possible  opportunities  for  a well  rounded  education  of  our 
boys  and  girls,  the  next  and  most  vital  problem  of  all  was  the 
discovery  and  selection  of  a cultured  and  capable  corps  of 
instructors,  who  should,  under  the  direction  of  a wise  and 
tactful  master,  carry  out  the  policies  and  aims  thus  determined. 

The  problem  has  been  at  once  unique  and  replete  with  op- 
portunities : a new  building,  new  departments,  new  equipment, 
new  courses  of  study,  practically  an  entire  new  corp  of  teachers^ 
with  a majority  of  new  pupils.  The  transformation  of  the  con- 
ditions which  had  prevailed  in  the  old  building  to  the  conditions 
of  the  present,  has  been  so  wonderful  as  to  seem  almost  unreal. 
The  accomplishments  and  experiences  of  a half  year  and  the 
promise  of  what  is  bound  to  be  accomplished  after  further 
s}^stematizing  and  organizing,  may  well  be  a matter  for  con- 
gratulation and  satisfaction.  A glance  at  the  accompanying 
table  of  enrollment  shows  that  36  pupils  have  been  enrolled  in 
the  prej)aratory  year,  and  138  pupils  in  the  four  high  school

classes.  It  is  as  pleasing  as  it  is  iimisiial  that  throup^hout  the 
year  there  has  been  a largei'  number  of  boys  than  girls  in 
attendance.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the 
troubles  in  most  high  schools  has  in  our  own  case  been  reduced 
to  a minimum : namely,  the  constant  complaint  that  boys  and 
girls  too  frequently  leave  the  school,  dropping  by  the  wayside. 
The  experience  in  Fairhaven  has  proven  quite  the  contrary,  for 
an  unusually  small  percentage  has  withdrawn,  while  several 
pupils  have  returned  to  complete  their  courses  or  take  advanced 
work. 

With  the  new  stimulus  that  lias  been  furnished  at  this  crown- 
ing point  in  the  school  system,  there  is  evidenced  all  along  the 
line  a keener  interest  among  the  pupils,  who  will  doubtless  in 
increasing  numbers  avail  themselves  of  the  unusual  advantages 
now  offered.  With  the  burden  of  high  school  support  removed 
from  the  town,  the  excellence  of  the  Fairhaven  schools  may  be 
maintained  with  less  difficulty.  One  means  of  making  all 
school  efforts  more  effective  will  be  a more  careful  provision 
for  improving  and  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  public  school 
children,  first  by  suitable  buildings  and  school  room  conditions, 
and  second,  by  proper  attention  to  the  |>hysical  welfare  and 
development  of  the  pupils.  The  recent  act  of  the  legislature, 
extracts  from  which  are  appended  to  this  report,  provides  that 
school  committees  shall  appoint  medical  inspectors  or  school 
physicians,  whose  duties  are  clearly  outlined ; a policy  which 
has  already  been  voluntarily  adopted  by  many  towns  and 
cities.  A small  appropriation  for  this  purpose  must  necessarily 
be  asked  for.  The  saving  by  possible  prevention  of  epidemic 
conditions  might  in  one  year  more  than  repay  the  cost  for 
several  years.  To  those  who  are  familiar  with  some  of  the 
conditions  which  prevail  in  the  cases  of  altogether  too  many 
children  and  homes,  afflicted  with  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases,  this  legislation  will  seem  not  only  wise  but  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  large  majority  of  children  who  are 
compelled  to  attend  public  schools.  Under  the  guidance  of  the 
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physical  director,  a beginning  lias  been  made  toward  a more 
intelligent  and  systematic  supervision  of  the  work  in  physical 
training  among  the  pupils  of  the  lower  grades. 

Perhaps  the  most  serious  matter  which  your  board  and  the 
citizens  will  be  obliged  to  consider  immediately  is  the  provision 
of  further  school  accommodations.  From  all  present  indications 
it  is  almost  certain  that,  in  September,  a temporary  school  room 
will  need  to  be  provided  at  Oxford  and  possibly  at  the  centre 
of  the  town,  while  plans  foi-  permanent  accommodations  should 
at  once  be  seriously  considered. 

Although  the  past  year  has  been  filled  with  many  responsi- 
bilities and  changes,  calling  for  new  policies  and  decisions,  the 
cordial  co-operation  of  your  board,  together  with  the  faithful 
and  effective  labors  of  a trained  corps  of  teachers,  have  made 
the  results  of  the  year  most  interesting  and  gratifying.

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An  Act  relative  to  the  Appointment  of  School  Physicians 

CHAPTER  502,  ACTS  OF  1906. 

Section  1.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  ami  town  in 
the  Commonwealth  shall  appoint  one  or  more  school  physicians 
shall  assign  one  to  each  public  school  within  its  city  or  town, 
and  shall  })rovide  them  with  all  proper  facilities  for  the  iierform- 
ance  of  their  duties  as  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Section  3.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  to  be  referred 
to  a school  physician  for  examination  and  diagnosis  every  child 
returning  to  school  without  a certificate  from  the  board  of 
healtli  after  al)sence  on  account  of  illness  or  from  some 
unknown  cause  ; and  every  child  in  the  schools  under  its  juris- 
diction who  shows  signs  of  ill  health  or  of  suffering  from 
infectious  or  contagious  disease,  unless  he  is  at  once  excluded 
from  school  by  the  teacher. 

Section  4.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  notice  of  the 
disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  any  child  is  found  to  be 
suffering  to  l>e  sent  to  his  ]>arent  or  guardian.  Whenever 
a child  shows  symptoms  of  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles 
chickenpox,  tulierculosis,  di[)hthei'ia  or  influenza,  tonsilitis, 
whoojdng  cough,  mumps,  scabies  or  trachoma,  he  shall  be  sent 
home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  safe  and  proper  conveyance 
can  be  found,  and  the  board  of  health  shall  at  once  be  notified. 

Section  5.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town 
shall  cause  every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be  separately 
and  carefidly  tested  and  examined  at  least  once  in  every  school 
year  to  ascertain  wliether  he  is  suffering  from  defective  sight  or 
hearing  or  from  any  other  disability  or  defect  tending  to 
prevent  the  full  benefit  of  his  school  work,  or  requiring  a 
modification  of  the  school  work  in  order  to  prevent  injury  to 
the  child  or  to  secure  the  best  educational  resuls.  The  tests  of 
sight  and  hearing  shall  be  made  by  the  teachers.  The  com- 
mittee shall  cause  notice  of  any  defect  or  disability  requiring 
treatment  to  1)C  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  and 
shall  require  a physical  record  of  each  child  to  be  kej)t  in  such 
form  as  the  state  board  of  education  shall  prescribe.

The  signal  at  12.45  noon  indicates  no  school  for  all  grades. 


Schools  are  often  in  session  when  weather  conditions  make 
it  unfit  for  some  children  to  attend,  in  which  case  parents  must 
make  their  own  decisions.  At  such  times  the  schools  are 
available  for  thoi^e  })upils  who  are  able  and  wish  to  attend.
